Comes from 
Out of State 


In slightly more than one out 
of every three marriages in Geor- 
gia last year, the bride was a 
non-resident of the state. 

And nearly three-fourths of 
those non-resident brides came 
from Florida and ‘Tennessee, 
which have 'a three-day waiting 
period before marriage, to Geor- 
gia which has no waiting period. 

Charts graphically illustrated 
the operation of marriage mills 
in some of Georgia’s border coun- 
ties were displayed to the State 
Board of Health today. 

The charts, based on figures in 
the Health Department’s bureau 
of vital statistics, were prepared 
for Gov. Marvin Griffin who re- 
quested the information after re- 
ceiving complaints of quickie 
marriages in Georgia. 

The charts will be presented 
to the governor for use in con- 
nection with any proposed reme- 
dial legislation. 

Georgia requires a pre-marital 
blood test before issuance of a 
marriage license.

While the President did not re- 
fer directly to Russia’s recent 
missiles and satellite successes, he 
noted that “the free world is en- 
gaged in a great struggle” remin- 
iscent of colonial days and World 
War I and II. But then he added: 

**, . .The total of the free world’s 
assets are so much greater than 
those of our potential enemy, 
should we say, that it is 
ridiculous to compare their brains, 
their abilities in sciences, in philo- 
sophical thought, or in any phase 
of culture or of the arts with the 
combined total of the free world.”’

In Lieu ot Sabers 


In the old days warlord aggressors 
rattled sabers. Today they rattle Sputniks. 

The Russians almost certainly do not 
want a war to break out in the Middle 
East which has a chance to involve them. 

What they are doing is squeezing 
every bit of juice out of the large propa- 
ganda fruit which became theirs when 
they put the first satellite into an orbit 
around the earth. The Sputnik fright- 
ened the little nations. It caused them 
te doubt NATO. Worse, it caused them 
t6 doubt the effectiveness of the United 
States and her military and scientific 
powers. 

Turkey is the fightingest nation in 
the Middle East. Its people have a long 
history of being anti-Russian. They are 
not frightened. Their soldiers fight well. 
They would go into a battle with. Russia 
and do a good job of dying well even 
though they would know the odds against 
them made victory impossible. 

The Russians, violently rattling one 
Sputnik against another, want to dis- 
tract attention of the United States and 
Turkey away from Soviet penetration and 
plans in Syria. 

Also they wish to worry Germany, 
Belgium, France, The Netherlands and 
Britain about the prospect of war. They 
are trying to neutralize all Europe in 
mind and spirit, if not in treaty. They 
have, to some degree not yet determined, 
succeeded. Europe is worried. 

But the Russians know we have a tre- 
mendous striking power. The President, 
despite his critics, was right when he 
refused to show any jittery reaction and 
when he proclaimed our own power. 
This country still possesses superior at- 
tack power by air. The Russians, with 
perhaps four million men under arms, 
could overrun much of Europe. But 
they would suffer. And their homeland 
would be attacked by our forces. 

So there likely won’t be any war 
unless the Turks get weary of it and 
take a slap at Syria. They could, if left 
alone, drive all the Arabs out of the 
Middle East. The Russians know this. 
They want time to infiltrate and arm 
the countries there as fast as they can 
subvert them. 

Our immediate danger is not war but 


their wiring to handle the increased load. 
This negligence has created fire hazards 
and reduced efficiency of the appliances. 

As for housing codes, Georgia city

convention advice issued by J. B. Brow- 
der, sales manager for the Georgia Power 
Co. He pointed out that the best way 
to start is through adoption of a strict 
housing code. The latter, together with 
a system of inspection to enforce it, must 
be in effect before urban renewal funds 
can be granted. 

Although various mandatory stand- 
ards and inspections sometimes become 
wearisome, adequate electrical and hous- 
ing codes are essential to the safety, well- 
being and progress of our communities.

The movement toward more efficient 
law enforcement in the Atlanta area 
gathered momentum Wednesday night at 
the aldermanic board’s police committee 
meeting.

The Negro population has dropped 
from 47 per cent in 1900 to 30 per cent 
today. 

The trend was reviewed and re- 
emphasized at the Georgia Municipal 
Assn. in Augusta by a panel discussion 
led by J. W. Fanning, farm economist. 

The city officials must have seen the 
visible evidence on the way to the con- 
vention in the empty houses through the 
country, the cotton lands now turned to 
pastures and pine groves, the clusters of 
new houses on the fringes of the towns. 

The implications and influences of the 
population shift are many. 

For example, Carroll County, once 
cotton, has become a community of com- 
muters and part-time farmers. Cobb 
County has so subdivided that the cotton 
gins have been put out of business. So 
have the liquor stills, almost. On the 
other hand, some other counties have lost 
almost half their 1930 population. 

For the municipal officials, more 
mouths to feed at the urban table calls 
for more income. Bound by state laws 
that restrict the revenue sources, the 
cities are hard-pressed and asking for 
relief. 

The population shift is a fact. The 
implications and problems it creates are 
economic, political and sociological. 

The challenge is to state leadership— 
to recognize’ the pattern of change and 
to tailor legislative and administrative 
cloth to fit.

LONDON—Criticism of the Queen and some- 
times of the monarchy itself is good always for 


a headline in the British press. But don’t be __ 
misled. While the young, attractive Elizabeth II is in the United 


States again this week Americans can again take her to their hearts’ 


in the knowledge that while at home she is occasionally belabored by 
the few she is still beloved by the many. 


The personal shafts directed at 
the Queen and at the royal house- 
hold from 33-year-old John Ed- 
ward Poynder-Grigg, second 
Baron Altrincham, who says he 
wants to help, to Britain’s angry 
young playright, John Osborne, 
who says he wants to hurt, are 
harmless, healthful and perhaps 
useful. 


But when Americans have the 
radiant Elizabeth in their midst 
in Williamsburg, Va., and in 
Washington and New York, or 
watch her on television, . they 
needn’t feel that she is . about 
to become unemployed or that the 
institution of the monarchy is in 
declining favor over there. 
There is no such evidence. 


There are, of course, serious 
and sober criticisms of the func- 
tioning of the royal household, the 
Queen’s advisers and staff, which 
have considerable support. 

There are many Britons who 
agree the public functions and 
the presentation parties of the 
court portray a “social lopsided- 
ness” which gives a false picture 
of Britain today. 

Many Britons agree that the 
speech writers write the Queen’s 
unduly vacuous speeches and I 
have heard it suggested that Eliz- 
abeth deliberately reads them 
with an empty expression in mild

Grounded by 
Lack of Funds 


WEST PALM BEACH, Fia., 
Oct. 17 —The “flying labora- 
tories’’ of the National Hurri- 
cane Research Project have 
been grounded by lack of funds 
and may never fly into another 
tropical storm.

PROPOSED CHANGES 


But apart from these important 
organizational and physical im- 
provements, at least three r 
changes are being discussed in 
various quarters designed to guide 
the General Assembly to a more 
influential and independent role in 
the state government. 


These proposals would: 

1. Permit senators to succeed 
themselves. 

2. Create a legislative council 
to give professional staff help for 
members. 

3. Established some form of 
seniority system to govern com- 
mittee appointments and chair- 
manships. 

SENATOR SUCCESSION 

Taking these proposals in order, 
the present state law prohibits 
members of the Senate—with one 
exception—from succeeding them- 
selves as a matter of right. The 
exception is the 52nd senatorial 
district which comprises the single 
county of Fulton. In the other 
53 districts, which are made up 
of more than one county, the sen- 
atorship must be rotated among 
the counties that comprise each 
unless an individual county waives 
its right to furnish a senator. This, 
of course, is a rare occurrence. 

As a result, a virtually new Sen- 
ate is seated every two years. 
There is no continuity of service; 


: ties. This would make it possible 
for a senator to succeed himself— 
if he can get re-elected.

ROLE OF COUNCIL 


The second proposal—for a leg- 
islative council—is not new. It was 
proposed, unsuccessfully, by a 
| group of House members in 1955; 

Rep. James A. Mackay plans to 
reintroduce it next year. 


| Basically, a legislative council 
would perform much the same 
role as the professional staffs of 
/committees of Congress. Georgia 
legislative committees now have 
no staffs of their own. A legisla- 
tive council, which would have a 
permanent staff of non-partisan 
experts would do research and bill 
drafting chores for members and 
committees and could make di- 
gests of bills when the Legisla- 
ture is in session. The council 
would function as an arm of the 
Legislature under the jurisdiction 
of a joint House-Senate commit- 
tee. 

The idea of a seniority system 
for making committee appoint- 
ments and choosing chairmen- 
ships is also borrowed from Con- 
gress. 

PRESENT SYSTEM 


Under the present system, com- 


tee chairmen are made by the 
presiding officers of the two legis- 
lative bodies—the speaker of the 
House and the lieutenant gover- 
nor. The speaker is normally 
elected with the help of the gover- 
nor in office and House commit- 
tee appointments often reflect the 
wishes of the executive. 
Obviously this is one means by 
which the governor can exert his 
influence on the Legislature.

For din- 
ner I would have a moderate 
portion of lean meat, vegetables 
and salad, but no fried foods 
and only fruit for dessert.

I never let myself become pain- 
fully hungry, but would have 
an energy pick-up of celery 
sticks and hot bouillon, or an 
apple or skim milk. 


“I now weigh 125 pounds and 
look and feel 10 years younger. 
I eat three good meals a .day 
with no extras. I eat whatever 
I please, being careful not to 
combine several starchy foods 
in one meal. If I have French 
fries, then no dessert; if I plan 
on a rich dessert, no bread or 
starchy vegetable. I am never 
hungry between meals and have 
much more energy than I did 
six months ago.

Problem Child Worries 
Over Losing Mother 


Problem children the world over have one thing 
in common: They are unhappy children. Deep down 
something worries them. Rebellion is their camouflage. 

The judge of a British juve- 
nile court not long ago attempt- 
ed (as others before and after 
him) to list the causes of delin- 
quency in children. 

His list included bad housing, 

companions, want of ra- 
tional amusement, defective ed- 
utation, idleness, special temp- 
tations developed by the movies 
and poverty. Heading the list, 
however, was parental neglect. 

Most of us think of parental 
neglect as being solely the prod- 
uct of parents who abandon 
their children or rarely see 
them or pay any attention to 
their whereabouts, interests or 


companions. f 
Dr. Winfred de Kok, writing 
in the English magazine, “Fam- 


ily Doctor,”” sees parental neg- 
lect as something that starts in 
very simple ways. She believes 
it begins when a baby starts to 
walk and suddenly, almost over- 
night, loses the mother he here- 
tofore has known. 

“A mother is not lost only by 
death or separation,’’ she writes. 
“A child can lose her a thou- 
sand times.”’ With each loss, a 
little less of the mainland re- 
mains. 

What does this mean? Well, 
we all have seen mothers 
change as their babies grow 
older. The most doting mother 
in the world can lose patience 
when her toddling child begins 
to touch and pry and break. 


The mother, tired and angry, 
slaps. The child, never under- 
standing the slap, shrieks. ‘His 
loving mother is gone,” Dr. de 
Kok writes, “and in her place 
is this fearsome creature. .. . 
To all intents and purposes his 
mother has died and left him.” 

She dies again when she ex-

For instance, who 
ever warns a fledgling reporter that part of his job is to serve 
as a prop man to a photographer? Nobody ever told me I'd be 
standing up to my shoe tops in icy creek water on an October day 
holding a bush out of the way so a photographer could get exactly 
the view he wanted of a pretty girl and a waterfall. I didn’t know 
I’d be assigned to haul an old hayrake into proper position for a 
harvest picture or would get cockleburs on my petticoat and 
manure on my shoes—all in line of duty.

What’s more fun than sea searching? 
It could only be sea eating. 
One type of fisherman finds relaxation

a i ing pole. In contrast, the commercial fish- 
- erman finds his livelihood in these same 
‘tare ¥ implements, only with a little different at- 
— wa titude. 

me Whether for sport or for livelihood, the 
ei. OF gee fisherman is usually as fussy over how his 
prize is cooked as he was over how it was 
caught. Because he is proud of his catch he 
wants to show it off to family or friends to 

best advantage. 

These sportsmen and families know bet- 
ter than anyone else how to treat the cap- 
tured sea creatures. Besides eating, they 
enjoy the cooking too. Not content with the 
catching, sometimes the fishermen them- 
selves direct the preparation, whether for 
a fish fry, a clam stew, or an oyster cock- 
tail. 


The seafood eaters contend that people 
who don’t like fish probably haven’t had 
it properly prepared. Fish well seasoned 
and imaginatively cooked and served is dei- 
initely gourmet-type food. 


For fresh oysters or clams on the half 
shell or for fresh shrimp, cocktail sauce 
with plenty of tang is a must, and here’s 
one that will please most palates. 
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COCKTAIL SAUCE 
1 cup eatchup % tsp. Tabasco 
2 tbisps. lemon juice’ 1 tbisp. horseradish 
% tsp. salt 2 tbisps. minced celery 
1 tsp. grated onion, optional 


Mix ingredients thoroughly. Chill well 
before serving with seafood. Makes 114 
cups sauce. 


Just as the best hotels and restaurants 
offer you more spices and horseradish, 
along with the little crackers, so should 
these things be placed on the table at home, 
so that those who like more highly sea- 
soned foods can “doctor” the sauce to their 
own taste. 


For a change, with shrimp cocktail, use 
this mayonnaise-base cocktail sauce. It’s 
so good that there will be lots of other oc- 
casions for enjoying it, as a dressing for a 
wedge of lettuce or a dunking sauce for raw 
vegetables. 

SEAFOOD SAUCE 
1 cup mayonnaise 2 tbisps. tarragon vinegar 
2 tsp. dry mustard 3 tbisps. chopped stufed 
14 tsp. garlic salt olives 
44 cup chili sauce % cup chopped sweet 
1 tsp. Tabasco gherkins 

1 tsp. minced onion 


Blend first four ingredients together in 
a mixing bowl. Stir in Tabasco and vinegar. 
Add remaining ingredients and mix well. 
Makes 1%4 cups sauce. 

For main course fish dishes, individual 
casseroles of deviled fish are a wonderful 
solution even for novice cooks. There’s a 
basic method of deviling fish, eggs, and 
other foods that’s well to learn, for it can 
be used with infinite variations and lasting 
success.

To mold: How your pudding 
will look is determined by the 
utensil in which it is steamed. 
It can be anything from a cof- 
fee can or a mixing bowl to an 
elaborate mold of tin, copper, 
aluminum or earthenware. The 
mold may have a tube in the 
center or it may be solid; it 
may be one large mold or many 
small ones sized for individual 
settings. 

To steam: The mold must be 
covered tightly with a lid of its 
own as in the case of coffee 
cans or with aluminum foil 
smoothed over the top of the 
mold and fastened with string. 
In a deep kettle which can be 
covered, it should be set on a 
rack to allow steam to circulate 


freely around the pudding. 
Boiling water should come to 
half the depth of the mold and 
it should be kept boiling con- 
tinuously, adding more boiling 
water during steaming if neces- 
sary. 

To cool: After the mold is 
taken from the steamer, the 
cover should be removed im- 
mediately. After cooling 20 min- 


utes, it should be removed from 
the mold by carefully running a 
thin knife around the edge and 
inverting the mold. 

To keep: The pudding must 
be cooled completely to allow 
the surface moisture to dry off. 
This prevents mold formation 
during storage. Wrap the pud- 
ding in aluminum foil and 
store it in the refrigerator or 
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other cool place for 3 to 4 weeks 
or in the freezer for longer 
periods. 

To serve: Replace pudding in 
original mold and steam until 
piping hot. Frozen pudding need 
not be thawed before resteam- 
ing. Unmold on serving plate 
and accompany with hard 
sauce. 


To blaze: Have pudding really 
hot. Take hot pudding to the 
table, then pour on 3 to 4
